2.  Antinous.       (A  Reduction  from  the  Marble  in  the  Capitol  at  Rome). 

Anllnoiu  w«s  •  hnnd'ome  youth,  belored  hy  the  Kraperor  Hadrian,  lo  whom  he  was  so 
bmch  attached  that  he  droirneil  himself  In  the  Mlo  to  saie  liig  linperlal  master  from  the 
death  foretold  lo  him,  iinlr83«a»e<l  by  Biich  BsacrlHce.  Hadrlitn  Itnniortalli'd  his  farorlie 
by  lalsfng  leniplee  and  Matnes  to  his  memory.  He  Is  teni-rally  repri>saiite<l  with  n  pensirs 
declln.iilon  of  his  head,  ai  though  In  end  foribodlng  of  his  early  doom.  Thla  statue  la  con- 
•Idered  k  perfect  etnbodlraeiit  or  young,  graceful  manhood. 

3, 4  and  5.  Lnocooii.    (Busts  of  Fiither  and  Sonsi).         Marble  in  the  Vatican 

This  magnificent  .Marble  group,  now  In  the  Vatican,  Rome,  belongs  lo  the  fourth  Epoch 
Offireelt  Sculpture.  It  was  executed  by  three  Sciilptoni— Agnandruo,  Atheo<loni!>,  and 
Pulydorue.  it  was  found  In  Uoine  in  I.Wi.  and  the  I'opo  ordered  n  public  festlTal  In  honor 
of  Its  dl.«corerT.  Acconllng  to  Pliny,  It  once  clood  In  the  p.ilaco  of  Titus.  Laocoon  was  a 
prlfstof  Apollo,  and  the  k'xI  being  ollendcd,  sent  twoeeipents  that  killed  hlni  and  his  two 
eons  at  the  a.'.ar,  while  oHerlnK  sairifica  (o  Neptuni-.  The  com|)0eition  and  the  eiecution 
•re  masterly,  and  wortliy  of  adroinilion,aB  depicting  the  one  moment  of  utmost  suA'eriDK 
•nd  horror  petrified  with  fearful  truth. 

6.  Venus  de  Medici,    a  Re<luctloo  from  the  MarWe  in  the  Tribunal  of  the  Cfflil,  Florence. 

The  original  was  found  In  Ihe  ISth  Cfntury  and  carried  lo  Venice  during  the  reign  of 
Cosmos  dl  Medicis,  hence  Its  name.  It  was  executed  by  Cleoinenee,  of  Athens,  at  a  period 
when  Greek  Art  was  rapidly  declining.  Though  It  has  been  charactcrlied  as  the  status 
that  enchants  the  world,  there  Is  no  famous  work  of  aenlptnre  that  baa  been  more  theaub- 
Ject  of  direrse  criUciam, 

7.  Bust  of  Caracallii.     (Marble  in  the  Louvre). 

Kniperorof  Rome,  and,  after  a  wicked  reign  of  alx  yoar»,  was  assassinated  A.  D.  217. 
ills  iil-laTored  fvatum  declare  his  charsoler.  He  carried  his  head  on  one  side  In  ira'ta' 
tlon  of  Alexander  the  Great. 

8.  St.  Cecilia.    A  Boa  Relief,  by  Donaiello. 

Marble,  In  the  South  Kensington  Musenm.  Bom  1386-146)1. 

In  this  excellent  profile  head  the  roaster  of  masters  In  the  treatment  of  relief  repeats 
his  supremacy.  Of  all  Donatello's  works  this  la  thought  to  be  the  bnst  known  anil  the 
most  popular,  the  refined,  pure  outline  of  the  features,  the  graceful  bend  of  Ihe  head,  the 
classic  elegance  nf  coilTure,  the  modest  Invi'llnese  of  the  fac^-,  are  oxcellenclea  which  com- 
mand general  admiratinn,  while  the  subtle  gradation  of  planes  from  the  lowest  lo  the 
higher  portion  of  the  relief,  and  the  delicate  inanlpuUtiun  of  the  whole  surface,  delights 
the  technical  connoisseur. 

9.  Head  of  St.  George.    (A  Baa  Relief). 

The  marble  statue  of  St.  George,  by  Donatelln  (born  13»»-146«),  clad  In  snnonr,  with 
oross^embluoned  shield,  itaods  In  an  external  niche  of  San  Michelle,  Florence,  and  Is  coir^ 
sldered  m  manterpiece  of  knightly  grace  and  dignity.
